CRUELTY TO ANIHMALS,

The Injucetion Asked for by the Street
Ballway Company Agalust the
Beoclety for the Freveatloa
of Crueity to Animals,

Upon_ the bill presented for fiat by the
Memphis ity railroad company vs. the Ten-
nessee society for the preveation of eruelty to
animals, praying that the defendants, agents
und attorneys be enjoined from further in-
terfering with complainants’ property .and
business, and from arresting complamants’
officers and employes upon the charge of cru-
alty to animals, or from cansing said arrest,
and from forther prosecuting the two cases
uow pending before Hon. Jobn Overton, sil-
tizg as & magistrate, against Thomas Barrett
upon the charge of cruelty to animals.
